To the Wool Growers of the State of Ne- 


vada: 
GENTLEMEN:—At a meeting of the 


Wool Growers' Association of the Stute 
of Nevada, held tit Winuenmccti, on the 
Sth day of September, ultimo, n res- 
olution \vas adopted to support only such 
party or candidate, in the coming elec- 
tion, as favors a restoration of the -wool 
tariff of 
J.SG7. 
The adoption of this 


resolution -WIIH caused "by the more than 
questionable attitude of the Democratic 
party on the tiu-iir' question, which gives 
good ground for fear that its policy is 
inimical to our interests, and that they 
might be utterly destroyed by its enforce- 
ment. The free trade tendencies of th.it 
party are undisputed and achuo\\ ledged. 
\VhiIe it lias dodyud the question by im 
attempt to take both hides of it, the fact 
is potent that it opposes u luriH' for pro- 
tection, a policy which, ou the other 
hand, the Kepublicau p.irty is earnestly 
and unmistakably committed to. The 
Kepublicau party and its candidates, 
and what concerns us more especially, 
its candidate for Congress in this State, 
are pledged to 'i, restoration of the tarilT 
of 18U7. 
The Democratic party, neither 


in its platform, its (Jougrobiouul record, 
nor the utterances of its candidates, has 
ever, directly or indirectly, tittered a 
•word in favoi of such restoration. It is 
true that a Kepnblicau Congress reduced 
the tariff of 1HG7, but the circumstances 
of its reduction were peculiar. A strong 
public demand was made for a Deduction 
of the revenue. This led to the appoint- 
ment of a Commission to report a tariff 
reduction bill, two of the members of 
Tvhich were understood to represent the 
interest of the wool growers. The bill 
which.they reported was, BO far as the 
wool tariff was concerned, adopted by 
committees of both houses of Congress, 
and no protest or petition or representa- 
tion, was made by, or ou behalf of the 
•wool growers, until the eve of the pass- 
age of the bill, when their opposition 
came too lute to be effective. 
The Dem- 


ocrats voted against the bill, it is true, 
but for the reason that the reduction was 
not enouijh, and they desired to reduce 
the wool tariff still more than \vus pro- 
vided for in the Act of 188^. It is un- 
necessary to follow the history of tariff 
legislation since then, but it will suffice 
to show that the Morrison tariff bill, 
which was supported by a great portion 
of the Democratic representatives in 
Congress, and only failed to pass be- 
cause of a difference of opinion as to 
details, would have reduced the low tar- 
iff fixed by the Act of 1881 twenty pei 
cent, still lower. How absurd it is then 
to expect that the Democratic party, 
•with its constant and growing tendency 
toward the reduction of the wool tariff, 
•would restore it to a protective basis. 


The records of the .forty-seventh Con- 


gress show the following incontrovert- 
ible facts: 


1. When the President recommend- 


ed, iu his second message to the 47th 
Congress, the reduction of the duty on 
wool aud woolen goods, no Democratic 
newspaper or member

uttered a, word or took a' step toward 
preventing it. 


2. When the Tariff Commission made 


its report on the tiist Monday OL Decem- 
ber, 1882, recommending a reduction of 
the duty on wool and woolen goods, no 


7. When the Ways and Means Com- 


mittee held a special meeting during the 
last days of the <17th Congress, to rccou 
sider the woolen schedule in the Houst; 
bill, every Kepublicau member of the 
committee voted to restore the duty of 
1807, and every Democratic member 
voted againsi it. 
We could continue to 


quote innumerable evidences of the hos- 
tility of tbe Democracy to the wool- 
growing interests, but its opposition to a 
protective tariff ou the raw wool is so 
well known, and has been so constantly 
shown, that it would be useless. 
The 


Republican party and its candidates are 
in explicit terms pledged to a restoration 
of the tariff of 1867. 
The Democratic 


party, while refraining from any men- 
tion of the subject, is palpably opposed 
to such restoration. 
Under the circum- 


stances \vo beg to impress upon you a 
sense of the importance of supporting 
the Republican party and its candidates, 
and more especially its candidate for 
Congress, who has especially pledged 
himself to labor to secure the restora- 
tion of the wool tariff of 1867, as against 
his Democratic opponent who voted for 
the Morrison bill, which sought to se- 
cure a reduction of twenty per cent, on 
the already low tariff of 1882.

pany, whose headquarters are at Kelly 
Creek, in the eastern part of the county, 
sold last week to Chapman & Horn, of 
San Francisco, one thousand head of 
beef cattle.

This &hows 
tho eli'c'ct of introducing good breeds of 
cattle among Nevada herds. 
Some 


years ago T. D. Parkinson, who is 
managing the affairs of tho Company, 
bought borne fino short-horn Durhitnis, 
from tho Jesse D. Carr herds m Cali- 
fornia, and took them to the Kelly 
Creek ranch. 
From these and their 


progeny, the Company sell a number of 
thoroughbred bulls annually, besides 
improving thoir own herds by crossing 
tho ordinary stock with l>urhains. The 
graded stock, some of which are as 
large as thoroughbreds, thrive its well 
us tho native breeds on the plains and 
mountain ranges. Lust year tho Kelly 
Creek ranch, in this county, and the f. 
L. ranch, in El'co conuty, which ad- 
joins it, anil on which the cattle were 
also crashed with Dnrhtims, wer« con- 
solidated uudur the name of the Nevada 
Lund and Cuttle Company. On these 
ranches the beuves purchased by Horn 
& Chapman were rimed, and stock 
men Miy mauy of them are us nnc- 
limbed nud as largo iu t,i/.e us pnre- 
blooded Durhams. It is albo said these 
improved breeds are worth from seven 
to ton dollars a head more than ordi- 
nary cattle, and an they stand the 
Winters and do as well on Nevada 
cattle ranges as the common breeds of 
cattle, that ought to be a buiBcient in- 
ducement for all stock owners to im- 
prove their heiclw. 
As the price of 


cuttle kfeps up, with no prospect of a 
mittcrntl reduction, no doubt, in a few 
years, Nevada iaugc?s will all be stocked 
with improved breeds of cattle.

Stone forests are iu many parts of the 


world. A number of stony trees have 
been received at tbo Smithsonian Insti- 
tute from tho West. In many cases 
they uie hardened by the peculiar at- 
mobphere as thoy stand, and in others 
they are buried, the parts being re- 
placed by mineral matter. The little 
Colorado river iu Arizona has 3oug been 
a 
'HIOOUS locality for such finds. At 


ouo place luoic than fifteen hundred 
ccrdu of trunks and sections of logs were 
found by government surveyors. 
Most 


of them were Hilicified. 
Many are seven 


feet or more in diameter, nnd from 
twenty to seventy feet in height. The 
greater part of them have probably been 
covered in the marl that originally was 
one thousand feet thick. 
Some of tho 


trees are changed to jnsppr, assuming 
numerous huet>, while others resemble 
opal, and when broken open, the core 
is often found lined with crystals of the 
most beautiful 
tints. 
Louisana and 


Ohio are noted localities for fossil trees. 
In tha former state, several years ayo, 
in turning up the ground an ancient 
forest layer was unearthed, and in suc- 
cession two others below it; and scien- 
tists judge, from the sizo of the trees, 
that from the time of the first layer to 
the lust sixty thousand years must have 
elapsed. 
In the remains of the glacial 


drift in Ohio old forests are often dis- 
covered. Some hAva been buried tie- 
neith the water by the sinking of tho 
laud. Some of the Ohio trees are not 
entirely changed into stone, beio£ yet 
soft, while others aie found in nil stages 
from rock to porous sponge matter.
